of the dealers are getting sufficient 
coal to keep up with the demands 
although on occasion they have to 
divide a carload of coal among vari­ 
ous customers asking for fuel. While 
only a few tons of coal are delivered 
from that particular car to various 
customers, the dealers say, the ad­ 
ditional coal ordered has been de­ 
livered at a later date as additional 
supplies are received. 
There has been no formal ration­ 
ing, the dealers disclosed, with ‘‘ra­ 
tioning" taking place only in regards 
to a particular carload of coal.
